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GROCER REVEALS THREATS:

JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE IS

VERDICT GIVEN

AT INQUEST

Following ' a coroner’s jury verdict of justifiable homicide in
the death of Martin Joseph Graeff, Ernest M. Garcelon, pro-
prle'qr of the Vista Market, 1700 Pacific Coast Highway, Harbor
City, revealéd to a Lomita News reporter that he had been

This was brought about when

the’ two young ' women ' entered
the market Saturday morning
in the ‘absence of Garcelon and
told - clerks: in the 'store that
they were Graeff’s sisters and
said: “We are ‘not through with
him' yet,” meaning Garcelon, he
said.
Graeff was killed early Friday
morning: when he and an alleged
companion, Charles Radice, 27,
3852 ' Goldwyn terrace, . Culver
City, broke the glass in a front
door leading ‘to the market and
gained entrance, at 4 a. m.

Clutching the .41-caliber revol-
ver which he had.lying beside
his bed /for nearly four years
for protection, Garcelon: stepped
quietly into the market ;when
he heard the glass break in the
door.

Radice wa lurking along near
the refrigeratora few feet away,
Garcelon revealed, ds he stepped
into «the store Immediately
covering Radice, he saw a head
rige 'slowly from behind a soft
drink cabinet half-way across
the market. At that moment a
voice coming from that direction
sald, “Drop that gun. I have|
you covered.” Disregarding the
command, Garcelon said he aim-
ed th revclver toward the voice
and pulled the trigger for the
first time since owning the
weapon.

The sécond Shot hit.Graeff, 19,
of 10859 Orégon ave, Culver
City, in ‘the head and he died
later in: the San Pedro emer-
gency hospital. Radice fled to-
ward the door which they had
crashed to galn entrance:and

Garcelon said, and  he d
Graeff to enter; purchase a loaf
of bread and some lunch meat.
Another of the trio kicked the
door on the outside, disgruntled
because he could not get in.
Graeff and his. companions then
departed.

Diuring the inquest, Radice tes-
tified that he and Graeff hal
robbed  five other stores during
the night before entering the
Vista Market. Radice told police
that he .stole a car and with
Graeff burglarized two stores in
Los Angeles and ‘a gracery -at
the intersection of Anaheim st.
and Wilmington blvd,, Wilming-
to. | Radice told officers  that
Graeff obtained a .38 caliber re-
volver. when they burglavized
the Wilmington™ grocery.

Both youths wore gloves.

Detectives said they belicved
Graeff, apparently without any
reason, fired a ‘shot into a cafe
a 111 Pacific ave. that night,
less than half an hour before
the pair attempted the burglary

Radice told police that to hls
knowledge, this was the first
time that Graeff had engaged
in_ crime,
